Of these, 41 may be expgeted to act on all, or 
most, of tho important questions of Reconstruc- 
tion, in conformity with tho principles of 
the Republican party. Senator Van Winlde 
of West Virginia, who in the First Session 
of the XX th Congrosa frequently vacil- 
lated, voting sometimes with, sometimes against, 
tho Republican party, helped last Saturday to 
carry both the Reconstruction and the Touure 
of Offico bills over the President's veto. If ho 
adheres to the Republican party, it counts 42 
members, a three-fourths majority. Senators 
Dixon, Norton, Patterson, and Doolittle re- 
mained to the ond of the XXXIXth Congress 
the steadfast opponents of the Reconstrac- 
tion policy of tho Republican party, and 
must, therefore, be expected to vote the 
samo way on tho important measures which 
will soon occupy tho attention of the XLth 
Congress. As tho voto on the Reconstruction 
hill showed, wo may sooner expect one of tho 
Domocratic Senators to cast by accident a right 
voto than these apostate sona of the Repub- 
lican party. Democraey has only soven repro- 
sentatives, to whom soon one will bo added 
from Maryland, Reinforced by the four ex- 
Republicans, the Democrata will generally eon- 
trol a dozen votes. 

In viow of tho impeachment of tho President, 
tho offica of President of the Senate is of 
importance, It has been filled by the 
ion of Benjamin F. Wade of Ohio, a tried 
leader of the Radical wing of the Republican 
puty, and as anch onjoying the confidence of 
tho party to a higher degree than his predeces- 
sor, Lafayetto S. Poster, who was regarded 03 
a very conservative Republican, Comparing 
the old and tho new Congress, wo lose 
one Senator in Maryland, but wo gain, beside 
the two Senators from the now Stato of 
Nebraska, one in Californis, ono in Oregon 
and one ia Pennsylvania, being a clear gain 
of four. ,Tho harmony of the Republican 
party will bo greater than in tho preced- 
ing Congress. Of tho now Republican 
Senators, Morton, Cameron, Drake, Conkling, 
and Morrill will in particular bring a large 
share of executive and legislative expericuco 
and ability into their now offices, and tako 
their rank among the prominent men of their 
party. 

Tho House has reélected Schuyler Colfax 
Speaker, and Edward McPherson Clerk. Both 
Speaker and Clerk have gained tho esteem of 
their friends as well as political opponents to 
‘an almost unparalleled degree. Both nro un- 
compromising representatives of the Republican 
party.

THE RECONSTRUCTION VETO. 
The President md Congress aro gravely at 
variance, on a question not of principle, but 
of fact. Is the actual condition of the States 


Jately in arms ngainst the Union ono of Peace 
ov of War? Every thing hinges on the avswer 
to this question. Lf those who wero 
lately Rebels faro now loyal, peaceful 
citizens of tho United States—if they 
giayo truly, heartily, unreservedly accepted 
the situation—if they treat thei 


bors and tho loyal strangers who go among 
them with courtesy aud kindness—if the courts 
which they have established and restoted sinco 
April, 1865, stand ready to punish, and actually 
do punish, outrages and crimes whereof consis 
cnt Unionists aro victims, and which havo 
their impulso in the moalignity and chagrin of 
discomfited. treason—then is President John- 
son’s Veto of the Reconstruction bill a_ whole- 
some and necessary exercise of a constitutional 
prerogative wiscly conferred on him by tho 
Sonstitapien: 

But if the’ oxisting condition famiuttorly 
different fom this—it tho epirit of Rebellion, 
“peaten, not conquered,” fairly driven from the 
field of open, manly warfaro, still lurks in 
byways and eowers in thi or shrouds 
itself in tho darkness of midnight, seeking a 
cruel, cowardly rovengo on thoso it has found 
itsclfginable Iongor to mect in open wasfare, 
then’ this Voto is nt once a blunder and a 


crimo. And, Of ull mon living, tho late Mili- 


tary Governor of Tennesseo—thé appointer, 
sinco Leo and Jobnston’s surronder, of Milit- 
ary Governors, with dictatorial powers, ovor 
nino States wherein no Rebel flag s(ill floated, 
no Rebel in arms atill offored resistance to the 
tional authority—should haye been the last 
to interpose objections and cavils fo such vigor- 

, persistent exorcise of such authority as may 
bo necessary to ropr nation incited by 
disloyalty aud restore the South to order and 
peueo. 

What, then, aro the essential facts? 

We cito first, na witnesses on tho sido of 
Congress, Mr. Johnson's own agents in uphold- 
ing loyalty nnd order at the nth—Gens. 
‘Phomns, Sickles, and Shoridan, These are no 
fanaties—they aro cool and able soldiors—they 
were not even Abolitionists till the Rebellion 
left them no choice but between Emancipation 
and Disunion, ‘Tkeir testimony is before the 
country; itisspecific and lucid; and they aro 
unanimous in representing the dominant feeling 
of the ox-Rebels at the South as still disloyal and 
inimical to those who stood by the Union whilo 
they wore fighting to subyert it. 

We cito next “the butchery at Memphis. A 
full year ago, some scores of peaceable, harm- 
less Unionists wero murdered or wounded thore 
—somo of them burned to death in thoir own 
homes—by Rebels and sympathisers with the 
Rebellion. Tho protext for this butchery was 
their colo netorious ‘impulso was their loy- 
alty. Thoy were slaughtered as somo hundreds 
of thoir rnco had previously been at Fort Pil- 
low (not far distant), and for the samo reason. 
Yot, up to this hour, not one of their mur- 
dorers has even beon indicted. 

We cite noxt the kindred massacro at Now- 
Orleans, whore Whites as well ns Blacks wero 
unresistingly sacrificed to Rebel hate and ven- 
geance, and whore none of their murderers has 
beon tried for his crime to this hour, 

Wo cite the concerted midnight assass' 
by Robcels of three Union soldiers at Sister’s 
Forry, South Carolina. ‘Mie murderers were 
identified, arrested, and convicted before a Mit- 
itary Court; but, having beon liborated by a 
Federal judgo on babeas corpus, went straight 
to thoir homes in the neighborhood where the 
murdors were committed, and were there re- 
ceived by their Rebel neighbors as. victorious 
patriots, not branded assa » And no local 
authority has over attempted to bring them 
to justice. 

Wo cite the fact that, whereas Binelk felons 
aro easily arrested, oonvivted, and punished 
throughout the South, no single Rebel White 
has, since tho hour of Lee's surrender, beon 
duly punished by the local authorities for the 
mutior of a Black. The number of Blacks who 
hayo boon killed by Whites in those States 
during the last twonty months cannot have 
fallon below five thousand; yot not one White 
has been punished therefor in what Mr. Jolin- 
son characterizes as the ten States whorein “ the 
“Jawa ave in undisturbed and harmonions opera- 
“tion; tho Courts ara open, and in tho full 
“oxercige of their propor authority; life, lib- 
“orty, and property are secured by Stato laws 
and Federal laws,” Such being,;and lo 
having beon, tho stato of facts, actording to 
Mr. Johnson's conception, and tho’ butchory 
of Horton, Dostic, Henderson, &c.,! at New- 
Orleans, haying been specially justified by 
him, it is plain that we cannot oxpe botter

results from such rule, such “pence,” in 
tho future, than in the recent ast. 
If the States wherein Union! soldiers 
and negroes are now murdered with im- 


punity aro loyal and entitled to lik self-govern- 
pient and power in the Union with Now-York 
and Ohio, thon it is plain that a dozen wholesale 
bittebories por annum like those of Memphis and 
Now-Orlea nnot divest thom of such rights.

On a fundamental issue, Mr. Johnson is sadly 
confusod aswell as flagrantly wrong. He 
spoaks of “the doomed parties” under this act 
as nino millions; whiel about the total 
population of tho ten States in question. But 
of theso* nine millions” over Threo Millions are 
Blacks—avery one of them an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of tho policy of Cong 
placable adversary of tho President's. 
there isa largo class of loyal Whites—certainly 
not leas than one million—who complain. only 
that tho act is not so styingent na it 
should be, Nono of theso Four Millions 
and over account thomséivés “doomed par- 
the operation of the act an 
“jonominious punishment”—vono of them 
feel that it “degrades” or even “disfranchises” 
them. On the contrary, the great mass of them 
anchised by fhe act so roundly stizwa- 
and cd at by the President—know 
that they would remain forever disfranchised 
but for tho interposition of Congress. And, 
though Dir, Jobnaon asserts that “The negroes 
“have not asked for the privilege of voting 
“tho yast majority of them have no idea what 
“it means;” ho has only to bo a candidate for 
reélection to convince him that they both want 
and know how to vote, and that the characters 
of Moses and Pharaoh are discriminated and 
contrasted in the minds even of tho dullest 
among then. = 

Tho diversity of conviction evinced by the 
Veto Messago is 80 broad and clear that there 
ia no excuse for eophistry or pettifogging; and 
tho Presklent’s allusion to past insurrections 
jn Massachuectts, Pennsylvania, &c., a8 paral- 
lels to the great Southern Rebellion, insults 
tho undorstanding of his readers. In each of 
theseseases, the State wherein the insurrection 
arose was firmly attached to ‘the Union, and

Had the President, 
one year ngo, approved the Civil Rights bill 
and adviged those States to accept and ratify the 
Constitutional Amondment, they might all have 
been back in thoir proper places ere this, and 
on comparatively casy terms, ‘They choso to 
listen to and trust in tho President—with what 


rest, wo aU see, Is it possible that thoy will 


now bo misled into repeating a blunder eo 
damaging to themsclyes and so injurious to the 
wholé country?

It has been shown over and over again, on the 
recent investigations of the Tariff question, that 


the protection the manufacturer gots by 
the duty imposed on the foreign article 
is in many instances more than offset by the 


tax ho is compelled to pay. Actual free trado 
would thus be better for him than the exist- 
ing arrangement of duty on one side and ts 
on the other. One great object in the present 
Pari! has been to restore the old equilibrium 

That is to say, to 
advance duties sufli to give the manu- 
fucturer the same protection that Le had before 
he was taxed.
